F'*c**nt investigations In tho 
Innoko district, the central Kuskok- 
win* valley and the new Haiditarod 
district, now- partially finished by the 
United States geological survey, dis­ 
close new placer gold districts which 
promise very heavy returns. 
The little teritory bought from Rus­ 
sia for $?,000,h00 in 1867 has to the 
present tim© paid $160,000,000 In gold 
alone since 1880. when placer mining 
there begar, and what the resources 
of Its copper, coal and other m inerals 
will he is beyond estimation. 
Th© discovery by agents of the sur­ 
vey of placers on the small stream s 
in areas which are drained Into the 
lower Yukon or the lover Kuskokwlm 
prove that »he form ations of the upper 
Yukon belt® extend much farther to 
the southwest than had generally been 
supposed, and that they bear gold at 
many scattered localities throughout 
their extent.

NO DEFENSE 


loiicted Pittsburg Mod Will 
Net Fight. 


MAX 
LESLIE’S 
TRIAL 
ON 


Lawyers of Politician Fail In Attempt 
to Obtain Delay-—Bribery Story Told 
on the W itness Stand. 


Pittsburg. Feb. 15.—W hen the cutin- 
cilm anic graft cases were called for 
trial Bankers E. H. Jennings and F. A. 
Griffin entered pleas of nolo contendre 
to the charge of conspiracy to bribe. In 
othei words, the men, by this plea, say 
that they have no defense to make. 
Max G. Leslie was charged jointly with 
the same offense with Jennings and 
Griffin, but Leslie decided to fight his 
battle to the bitter end. 
W ith the pleas of the two bankers 
entered. Leslie was placed on trial to 
answ er to the charge of perjury, and 
the selection of a jury was begun. Les­ 
lie’s counsel. Rody P. Marshall an*! 
W alter L. Yon, endeavored to have 
the case put off on technical grounds. 
but Judge Evans ordered the trial to 
proceed. 
The charge en which Leslie Is being 
tried grows out of certain statem ent* 
which he made before the grand jury 
of Allegheny county last March, when 
that tribunal held an inquisition for 
the purpose of ascertaining If then* 
were any grounds for certain alleged 
accusations 
which 
were being dis­ 
cussed publicly. 
L. W. Mendenhall, a 
stenographer, took the testim ony of 
the grand jury w itnesses and. accord 
ing to Mendenhall s evidence. Ita lic 
testified before the grand jury that he 
never had received any package from 
any one Identified with the Columbia 
National bank, of which Griffin wa« 
the form er cashier an*! vice president, 
and of which Jennings Is the presi­ 
dent. 
Griffin was called, and testified that 
Leslie received $2500 on June 2, 1908, 
and $22,500 on June 6. of the same 
year, and that the latter amount wa* 
wrapped in brown paper and that I*»s 
He carried It out of the bank. 
The claim of the commonwealth Is 
that Leslie perjured himself when he 
gave his statem ents before the grand 
jury. 
In addition to the charge of perjury 
against Leslie and the Joint charge of 
conspiracy with the defendants who 
pleaded “no defense,” Leslie also Is 
charged 
separably 
with 
conspiracy 
and a misdemeanor.

Barnsdall, the oil man. National Bank 
Exam iner N©sblt ruined this plan by 
discovering the payment before th© al 
leged conspirators had tim e to get the 
permission of Barnsdall to use his 
name. 
W hen questioned by Nesbit, accord 
ing to Griffin. President Jennings sent 
for I^eslie. The latter denied knowing 
anything of the money, and the con 
tensions of Griffin and Jennings fol 
lowed Immediately.

Washington, Feb. 15.—It is c l a i m e d 
that a box containing some private 
papers belonging to Louis R. (Ilavis 
was broken open by land office agents 
in the postoffice building at Seattle, 
Wash. 
They found, so it is alleged, 
copies o f a number of important let­ 
ters and telegram s tiiat were missing 
from the official tiles of the office 
which (Ravia had then tinned over to 
his successor. 
T his fact cam e out In the course of 
the 
Ballinger Plm-hot 
Inquiry 
and 
created a sensation 
Clavis denied ab­ 
solutely that he ever had the letters 
after he had delivered Ids office and 
its belongings to his successor, A. C. 
Christensen. He promptly denounced 
the episode in Seattle as a "frame-up.” 
Several of the In te rs were in a list 
published by Collier’s Weekly last fall 
in one of the atta* ks made by that 
new spaper 
on 
Secretary 
Ballinger. 
W hen the investigation by the Joint 
com m ittee of congress begun, Louis 
D. Braindels, attorney for Clavis, re­ 
quested the committee to call for a 
num ber of letters and documents, and 
this list included most of those which 
were in dispute.

Nash Ville. Tenn., attorney for Secre­ 
tary 
Ballinger, who 
conducted the 
* toss examination of Clavis, explained 
to the joint com mittee that Secretary 
Ballinger called on the c h i e f of the 
field agents at Seattle to furnish cer­ 
tain letters. The first reply to the re­ 
quest was th a t the docum ents could 
not Im- found. But they were received 
Monday by the secretary of the in­ 
terior from Seattle, accompanied bv 
an explanation from C.lavis’ successor 
in which it was said that they were 
recovered from th*- box of personal 
belongings. 
Clavi* Says It’s a "Frame-Up.” 
"It is a fram e up.’’ ex* latrued Glavls.
